MRS. MURPHY IN VANCOUVER, 

Vancouver at the present time is 
being honored with a visit from Mrs. 
Arthur Murphy, who is better known 
throughout Canada by her pen name 
of “Janey Canuck.” Mrs. Murphy, 
whose home is in Edmonton, arrived 
in town last week, and has taken a 
suite in the Royal Alexandra apart- 
ments, and expects to remain here for 
abouta month. This talented author, 
whose name ranks among those of the 
foremost writers of Canada, is per- 
haps best known to the reading public 
by her books, ‘Janey Canuck in the 
West,” which was published in 1910, 
and “Open Trails,” which apeapred in 
1912, although she has for a number 
of years been a regular contributor 
to many of the leading periodicals of 
England and America.

SEA CONDITIONS

NEW YORK, hep, 14. ully ‘a 
score of deaths, damage of more than 
a million doslars, almost entire paraly- 
sis of traffic by foot, by street cars 
and by other vehicles this afternoon, 
Was the partial toll of havoc wrought 
by the greatest blizzard of a decade, 
which tor twenéy hours swept the 
eastern states, 

Howling across the country on a 
wind which at times reached 54 miles 
an hour, the snow caused a practicai 
“Wlockade of human activity Which 
ceused only thig afternoon at one 
Velock, when the lowering skies 
ightened in hue and the sun fitfully 
sroke through the clouds. 

Ihroughout the whole storm area 
an average of more than a feot of 
snow fell, On the sea conditions were 
even Worse than on land. All up and 
down the Atlantic coast vessels fought 
igainst the fury of the blizzard, lying 

wherever it was possible in shel- 
tered coves, until the swrength of the 
storm king waned, 

Off Sandy Hook more than a dozen 
vessels containing about 4000 Ameri- 
can bound passengers hove to in the 
gale. Every one of them was cov- 
ered with ice and thelr crews fought 
io keap them head up to the raging 
wind. 

Just at noon the howling gale 
reached its height in New York At 
that time fully a dozen deaths were 
reported either directly or indirectly 
from the storm, » great was the 
wind that surface ce were practical- 
ly put out of commission, automobiles 
could barely plow through the drifted 
streets, and horses absolutely refused 
to face th storm. Pedestrians were 
blown across the streets like so much 
chaff and street traffie throughout 
the city was decreased probably 75 
per cent. from its normal.

Police Attempt to Help Sheriff in 
Placing Priest in Charge

SOUTH BEND, Iind., Feb. 15. — 
Seven persons were seriously injured 
and nearly a hundred others hurt to- 
day in a riot that resulted when 26 
policemen attempted to aid Sheriff 
Edward Swanson in carrying out the 
order of Judge W. A. Funk of the 
circuit court that the Rev. Stanislaus 
Gruza be placed in charge of St. Cas- 
simer’s Catholic church.

for Police Inquiry 


MANY RATEPAYERS 
ATTACH THEIR NAMES 


Thousands of Names Are Expect- 
ed When Petitions Come Be. 
fore Council Tuesday 


(From Morning Edition.) 
The petition which will be present- 
ed to the city council on ‘Tuesday 
evening, “demanding” a juducial in- 
vestigation of the city police depart- 
ment, was not only extensively signed 
in a number of the city churches at 
yesterday's services, but several of the 
ministers made some trenchant re- 
marks with reference to the matter. 
At Robertson Presbyterian Church, 
where it is reported nearly everybody 
who attended affixed their signatures 
to the petition, the Rev. R. G. Stew- 
art said it was a reasonable request 
that the ratepayers were making to 
ascertain whether or not the members 
of the police force were a set of hon- 
orable men, in view of the charges 
that had been made, “We have 
enough thieves, robbers, and repro- 
bates walking our streets already,” 
he said, “without having them clothed 
in police uniform, 
Right to Know if Secure 
“We have a right as citizens," he 
went on to say, “to know whether 
we are secure when we hear a police- 
man's tread past our houses, or 


whether he is in an unholy league 
with the people of the underworld. 
If the latter be true, then neither 


property nor life in the city is safe. 
This is a moral issue that touches 
every home and every place of busi- 
ness in the+community, and as citi- 
zens Who own these homes and places 
of business, we have the right to 
know beyond all shadow of doubt 
whether the men who are supposed 
to be protecting us are men to be 
trusted. The members of the church 
can speak for themselves by their 
attitude toward the petition, but I can 
speak for myself, and these are my 
sentiments, I have no doubt that the 
mayor and aldermen will see the rea- 
sonableness of the request, and gra- 
ciously accede to it.” 
Dr. MeQueen’s Comment 

At the First Presbyterian Church 
the Rev. Dr. McQueen called attention 
to the fact that the petition was await- 
ing signatures. The only comment he 
made was that th# people were now 
suffering for’their indifference at the 
municipal elections, 

At McDougall Methodist Church 
yesterday morning the pastor, Rey. Dr. 
Armstrong, explained that he would 
not attempt to coerce anybody into 
signing the petition, even if he knew 
he had the power to do so. Each in- 
dividual would have to act according 
to his own judgment in.the matter. 
But he desired to make his own posi- 
tion in the matter clear, 

Democracy, Not Autocracy 

Certain allegations had been made 
by highly honored citizens in refer- 
ence to the moral condition of the 
city. If these allegations were not 
true, the city has been slandered, and 
the slanderers should receive public 
condemnation; if the statements were 
true, those who uttered them should 
be praised, but those who are respon- 
sible for the condition should be con- 
demned. 

“We are living in a democracy,” he 
added, “and not an autocracy, and as 
each person has a right to protect his 
own good name, so the citizens as a 
whole have the right. I am a strong 
believer in plenty of light and fresh 
air, Let the lid that covers up cor- 
ruption in city government be lifted. 
It may bring forth some bad odors, 
but in the end the general effect must 
be wholesome.”

ton, 

Just what role Bowles was endeav- 
oring to play is a mystery that has 
not at present been elucidated.

The next witness was the official 
assignee of the stock exchange, and 
he was net under cross-examination 


for more than a few seconds when he 
staggered, clutched at the rails of the 
witness stand and gasped: “My God, 
this place must be bewitched.” He 
then fell back fainting. 

Mr. Justice Darling immediately 
ordered a search of the witness stand 
and the vicinity and discussed thg 
mysterious happenings with counsel, 
but nothing was discovered.
